NO EVIDENCE 


ERHAPS the biggest fallacy 
revealod In yesterday's House 
of Commons debate on corrup- 
tlon was that alnce positive | 
evidence of the extant of this 
evil was lacking It could there 
fore be assumed that It was not 
eorious enough to warrant an 
Inquiry. But aurely an inquiry 
{s needed simply because there 
in no other way of authorita- 
tlyely aesossing how far 
reaching it je, Positive cvi- 
dence Is the most difficult 
thing to get. If It were avail- 
able the courts alone could act. 
tn the past we have echoed what 
wo belleve Is a widely held 
view on the extent of corrup- 
tlon. And the fact that 
thie bellef has porsieted 
over many years Is sufficient 
to Juctlfy the launching 
of an Inquiry, Thls would bo 
the forerunner of a concerted 
campaign against corruption 
which would Involve the fol- 
lowlIng: To begin with, 
people with personal grievan: 
ces must be investigated and 
thelr complaints thoroughly 
examined. Inaction by the 
authoritles breeda discontent 
and auspicion, This has al- 
roady happened In ene 
case which has been left to 
fester far too long. 
HE new committee established 
by Government must meet 
far more regularly than Its 
predecessors and = publicity 
givon to results of tha Govern- It 
mant’s epecia! tribunal, But 
it Ie hard to sce how any head- 
way can be made unlesa public 
support ie obtained. To fight
